Peace treaties for Romania, Bul­ 
garia and H ungary will be draw n 
up bv Russia, the United States 
and G reat B ritain. Finland’s peace 
treaty will be com pleted by Eng­ 
land and Russia. 
“Conversations are continuing 
in a friendly spirit.” the announce­ 
ment 
said, 
adding that ’’it is 
hoped that a com m unique cover­ 
ing the work of the conference 
may be issued w ithin a day or 
two.”

Hydrogen Peroxide 
Made in Germany 
By New Processes 


Washington—War-essential hy­ 
drogen peroxide was 
made 
in 
Germany during the latter days of 
the European conflict through the 
use of easily oxidized 
organic 
materials, it is now revealed. Pro­ 
duction by this new commercial 
method was still on a small scale 
at the end of hostilities but large- 
scale production appears 
to 
be 
feasible. 
Conventional commercial meth­ 
ods of making hydrogen peroxide 
are electrochemical reactions' in­ 
volving the oxidation of solutions 
of sulfuric acid or ammonium sul­ 
fate. It has been known for some 
time that reactions involving the 
oxidation of easily oxidizable or­ 
ganic materials and the extraction 
of the resulting 
peroxide 
with 
water could be 
used; 
however, 
many factors limited the interest 
in these processes to laboratory in­ 
vestigation. 
The methods discovered in Ger­ 
many, in the Ludvvigshaven plant 
of I. G. Farben Industries, were 
developed bv two German chem­ 
ists. The organic material used 
was 
2-ethylanthraquinone. 
The 
pil'd plant in use had a capacity ct 
over a ton of peroxide a day 
Plans, however, had been drawn 
up for building a plant 
with

great,

Lansing, (ZP)—All blinded vet­ 
erans of World W ar II returning 
to Michigan 
will be 
“ back 
to 
work” if cooperative efforts of tho 
state department of social welfare 
and the U. S. Veterans Adminis­ 
tration are successful. 
Jobs for all blind persons is the 
goal of the social welfare depart­ 
ment’s program for rehabilitation 
of the blind whose services are 
being offered to the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration to assist in placement 
and training 
of 
the 
discharged 
service-men. 
To date a total of l l blinded 
veterans have been returned to 
Michigan and their rehabilitation 
programs are being arranged un­ 
der this program. 
“ It is believed that without ex­ 
ception these men otherwise phy­ 
sically fit will 
experience 
little 
difficulty in returning to normal 
life in the community if they avail j 
themselves of the services bein" 
rendered under this t3rogram.” F 
F. Faun, state director of social 
welfare, said. 
Reporting that the number of 
blinded veterans was somewhat 
smaller than 
anticipated, 
Fauri 
said that both agencies were en­ 
deavoring to do “ everything pos­ 
sible” to give 
the 
veteran

"rightful place in his home com­ 
munity 
The department’s rehabilitation I 
program is designed to provide all 
services necessary to put the blind 
persons in lobs on a normal com- ; 
petitive basis.

New Type of Small 
May net Developed 


Schnectady, N. Y.— A new type 
of small, light but powerful mag­ 
net made of iron rust and cobalt 
oxide has been developed here by 
the General Electric Company, it 
is now revealed. It has been used 
in highly sensitive aircraft meters 
and in other wartime devices, and 
now will be available for general 
civilian uses. It is claimed to be 
the lightest magnet ever develop­ 
ed. 
Actually, it is not made with the 
familiar rust seen on unprotected 
iron implements, but from an iron 
oxide ore in which the oxide 
is 
chemically the same as iron rust. 
The iron oxide 
and 
the 
cobalt 
oxide, both in powder form, 
are 
mixed in the 
proper 
proportion 
and formed into a solid 
by 
the 
process known as powder metal­ 
lurgy. This means that the 
mixed 
powders are placed in 
a 
mol l 
and sintered, that is 
heat-treated 
at a temperature well below fus­ 
ion point. 
The new type of magnet is 
n 
conductor of electricity and is not 
easily demagnetized. It thus may 
be used in high-frequency 
mag­ 
netic fields with little eddy cur­ 
rent loss, it is claimed.

In the editorial, Church replied- 
“Yes. Virginia, there is a Santa 
Claus. 
He exists as certainly as 
love and generosity and devotion 
exist, and you know 
that 
they 
abound and give to your life its 
highest beauty and joy.” 
“Father saw the editorial first,’ 
Mrs. Douglas remembered todav. 
“He was delighted, and brought it 
right home to me. It’s hard to say

Electronic Device 
Heats Bed Blanket 


New York— “ Electronic blank­ 
et” it is called, but in reality it is 
an electrically heated bed blanket 
with an electronic device to con- j 
trol its temperature. 
The new 
blanket and control were demon­ 
strated here by the Simmons Com­ 
pany, its producer. 
The control is centered 
in 
a 
small instrument in an attractive 
case placed beside the bed within 
reach of the occupant. 
The heat­ 
ing electric current passes through 
the case. 
Three electronic tubes 
within its determine the amount of 
current passed, and these are af­ 
fected by the heat of the blanket. 
Within the blanket is a small 
flexible cable consisting of 
two 
parallel conductors. 
One of the 
conductors serves as 
a 
heating 
element, the other is the tempera­ 
ture control 
or 
“ feeler” 
wire. 
When the temperature of the blan­ 
ket goes above or below the tem­ 
perature set on the control device, 
this feeler wire sends electronic 
impulses to the control which au­ 
tomatically regulates the amount 
of current sent through the heat­ 
er wire.

2nd Armored Was 
“Hell On Wheels ” 


By N EA Service 


When the Am erican Arm y be­ 
gan to roll into Berlin, 32 months 
after the initial landings in North 
Africa, the outfit that 
led 
the 
proud procession 
was the 
Second 
Armored 
(H ell 
on Wheels) D iv­ 
ision. 
The 
division, 
with 
a combat 
record second to 
none, had earned 
the distinction, it had started back 
in the dark days of the war, when 
I the Hell on Wheels 
boys 
took 
Casablanca, and the 
subsequent 
trail of 
conquest 
led 
through 
Sicily, Belgium, Holland, France 
and Germany. 
After contributing to the w h irl­ 
wind campaign in Sicily, the Hell 
on Wheels outfit was shifted back 
to England to train for the in va­ 
sion of France. 
In early 
June 
1944, the Hell on Wheels doughs 
charged into Normandy. Unleash­ 
ed. the division’s powerful mach­ 
ines hammered 
far 
and 
wide 
through the European countryside, 
striking into France, 
Germany, 
Holland and Belgium. 
On June 
12, 1945, the whole 
outfit 
was 
awarded the Belgian 
Croix 
de 
Guerre— marking the 
first 
timt 
Belgium had 
ever awarded that 
decoration to a foreign division. 
After the Bulge battle, during 
which the Second spearheaded the 
attack on the north flank of the 
Nazi buldge, 
the Hell on Wheels 
outfit dashed from the Rhine to 
the Elbe in record time as a part 
of the Ninth Arm y, to which it 
had been transferred. 
The division’s wild dash toward 
Berlin was halted on orders. The 
Russians eventually 
got to 
the 
German capital first, 
but 
there 
isn’t a dough in the Second A r­ 
mored who won’t sw ear that 
his 
outfit couldn't ‘ have beaten the 
Russians to it if they had been 
given the go-ahead.

HOMES IS NEAR 


Black-And-White 
Ready 
Now; Color Within 
Five Years 


Princeton, N. 
J . — Color 
tele­ 
vision w ill not be 
available 
in 
American homes for perhaps five 
vears, but all-electronic black-and 
white television is definitely here 
now. W ide expansion in black- 
and-white w ill occur during 1946, 
as broadcasting and relay stations 
are installed and home 
receiver 
sets are constructed. 
This is the ^pinion of technical 
men of the RG A laboratories here, 
expressed recently to a consider­ 
able 
group 
of 
scientists 
and 
science writers assembled at 
the 
laboratories to witness a demon­ 
stration of 
up-to-date 
television 
both in color and in black-and- 
white. 
“ Our research men and engin­ 
eers have built 
a 
practical 
all- 
electronic television 
system 
for 
the transmission and reception of 
excellent pictures in black-and- 
white." declared Brig. Gen. David 
Sarnoff. president of ROA. “ There 
is every 
reason 
why 
television 


should go ahead as a service to the I 
public. 
Frequency 
allocations, 
rules and regulations for commer­ 
cial television service have been 
approved by the Federal 
Com- ; 
munications 
Commission. 
Any 
further technical 
advances— and j 
they w ill 
be 
continuous— w ill 
bring new benefits in television 
to the public. If we wait for all 
the new 
developments 
of 
the 
future, the American people w ill 
always be waiting for the enjoy­ 
ment of television 
and 
w ill 
be 
denied its thrills in the present.” 
The assembled group here w it­ 
nessed both black-and-white and 
colored motion pictures on tele­ 
vision receiving set screens. 
The 
Black-and-white were 
broadcast 
from the 
National 
Broadcasting 
Company's station in New York, 
47 miles away, and were transm it­ 
ted by radio. The 
color 
pictures 
were transmitted by radio a dis­ 
tance of over two miles and were 
pictures of living 
persons 
per­ 
forming in front of the 
special 
photographing equipment. 
The 
pictures 
in 
color 
were 
reasonably clear, but the system 
employed is not suitable for home 
reproduction, it was stated. It is a 
mechanical color system, with a 
disk 
rotating 
mechanically 
be- 
tween the camera lens and the 
face of the tube picking up the 
light. The disk carried red, green j 
and blue filters. 
Receiving 
sets 
must be equipped with a revolving 
drum carrying thiee equally spac­ 
ed color filters.

Of Magnetron Tube 
Helped In Wartime 
Waltham, Mass.—The story of 
how mass production 
of magne­ 
tron tubes, the heart of modern 
radar, was developed was told 
here today by officials of the Ray- 
j theon 
Manufacturing 
Company, 
said to be the largest maker of 
these tubes in the world. The mass 
production gave a sufficient sup- 
' ply of this essential part to per­ 
mit the construction of enough 
radar equipment to meet the war 
needs both of America and Eng­ 
land. Raytheon turned out. it is 
claimed, over half of all the mag­ 
netrons produced in the world. 
The early magnetron 
was 
a 
British invention and was brought 
! to this country tp 
the 
govern­ 
ment's Radiation Laboratory 
on 
the campus of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology 
in 
the 
summer ot 1940. It was capable of 
generating micro-waves of a pow­ 
er 
theretofore 
unknown. 
This 
English tube was very much un­ 
proved by scientists at the lab­ 
oratory, and 
various 
improved 
types, manufactured in America, 
became standard 
in 
all 
Allied 
I radar equipment. 
The magnetron is an oscillator, 
but magnetron 
oscillators differ 
from 
ordinary 
radio-frequency 
j oscillators. 
It 
uses 
a magnetic 
field in conjunction with an elec­ 
trostatic field to guide the elec- 
! trons. Also the efficiency of the 
magnetron oscillator is very high 
at frequencies where 
the 
usual 
types of radio frequency oscilla­ 
tors refuse even to operate. For 


this reason magnetron tubes 
are 
not only the key to radar, but also I 
to all ultra high frequency radio 
designs.

Civilians Against 
Influenza 


Washington— Vaccine against in­ 
fluenza Types A and B, the kind) 
I used to vaccinate all Arm y per-1 
I sonnel this fall and winter, is now i 
I on the market for civilian 
use. J 
This vaccine is effective against 
J the T.vpe B virus now causing out- 
( breaks in various parts 
of 
the 
j country, totalling 50,000 reported 
cases during the past week. 
Replies to my inquiries by tele- 
I phone and telegram brought 
the 
, following information: 
E li L illy 
| and Company, the Lederle Lab ­ 
oratories and Pitman-Moore Com­ 
pany have the vaccine available 
now for civilian 
use. 
Pitman- 
Moore states all its branches are 
j being supplied. 
Parke Davis w ill 
be available for civilian use about 
1 Reb. 15. 
If the current epidemic grows 


and creates a sudden demand for 
large quantities of 
the 
vaccine, 
however, manufacturers may not 
be able to keep up with the de­ 
mand. The vaccine cannot be pro­ 
duced overnight. 
Its production 
involves growing 
the 
influenza 
viruses on chick embryos and it 
takes from two to three months to 
get out a batch of vaccine. 
When the manufacturers 
had 
supplied the A rm y’s order, they 
slowed down or stopped produc­ 
tion altogether because they had 
no idea whether there would be 
any civilian demand. 
The vaccine 
is barely out of the experimental 
stage, physicians were not expect­ 
ed to prescribe it for their pa­ 
tients unless an epidemic develop­ 
ed, and until the last week of No­ 
vember, no signs of an epidemic 
had appeared in official health re­ 
ports. 
Consequently no company 
has a big supply of the vaccine 
on hand. 
Lederle Laboratories, said to be 
the biggest producers of influenza 
vaccine, have enough on hand to 
vaccinate about 200,000, Dr. Her­ 
ald R. Cox, associate director of 
research in charge of virus and 
rickettsial diseases, told me. This 
company has started up produc­ 
tion and w ill he making about 25,- 
000 doses daily before Christmas, 


but it w ill be another month or 
two before they have any sizable 
quantities. 
The vaccine must be given at 
least a week or IO days before a 
person is exposed to influenza to 
allow time for im munity to the 
disease to be built up in the body. 
At first the dose was set at a sin­ 
gle “ shot” but this may be chang­ 
ed to two injections each of half 
the amount or of the full amount. 
A better immune response is al­ 
ways obtained, Dr. Cox explained. 
if the immunizing 
substance, 
or 
antigen, is divided into 
two 
or 
three doses. 
The first one 
ac­ 
quaints the body with the* new 
protein material and after that it 


is used to it and more readily ac­ 
cepts the substance and develops 
the proper response to it.
